CITY'S 18 POLICEWOMEN 
AWARDED PAY INCREASE 


Advance From $125 to $140 a 
Month Announced by Retir- 
ing Police Board. 
Increase in pay for the city’s 18 
policewomen, from $125 a month 
to $140 a month, effective Feb. 1, 
was announced today by the retir- 
ing Police Board, in recognition of 
the services of members of this 

branch of the department. 

The polleewomen had not fre- 
quested the increase. One of the 
retiring Commissioners told them 
at their dance last Saturday night 
that a substantial reward was in 
store for them and the raise of pay 
was voted Monday. 

Ten years ago the department 
started with one policewoman. 
Duties of this branch are numer- 
ous, including supervision of dance 
halls and morality conditions, 
search for missing persons, assist- 
ance in marital troubles and sur- 
veillance of shoplifters. 

The board has the power to raise 
pay of poticewomen since they are 
civil employes, not commissioned. 
Policemen now are asking the Leg- 
islature to raise their pay; patrol- 
men receive $145 a month.

NEW RACING BILL 


Committee in Charge of Meas- 
ure to Meet Friends and 
Opponents Feb. 11. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4.—A 
revision of the Harper bill to legal- 
ize betting on horse races in Mis- 
souri, under which it is proposed 
to revive the racing sport in the 
State, will be accomplished within 


the next week to make definite the, 


provision limiting betting to the 
parimutuel system, members ofthe 
Missouri Association of Horsemen 
announced today. 

After considerable maneuvering 


the bill has been referred to the 
House , Committee on Municipal 
Corporations, which its promotere 
consider probably the most favor- 
able committee of the House and 
from which they are confident they 
will get a favorable report. 
Parimutuel Betting. 

That the measure contains noth- 
ing even remotely connected with 
matters connected with municipal 
corporation legislation did not 
stand in Speaker Parker’s way in 
acceding to the request of those ad- 
vocating the legislation. : 

Of the 13 members of the com- 
mittee five are from St. Louis and 
St. Louls County, two from St. 
Joseph and one from Kansas City, 
the others being from counties in 
the interior of the State. Rufus 
Jackson, secretary of the assocla- 
tion, today said that it was proba- 
ble a committee substitute would 
be offered for the original bill, in- 
creasing the powers of State regu- 
latfon over the race tracks, and 
tizhtening up the betting section so 
that there could be no basis for a 
difference of opinion as to the lim- 
iting of betting to the parimutuel 
machine system.

“The fact that Defendant Forbes 
offered his life to his country in 
the World War and received the 
Distinguished Service Medal is go- 
ing to make it all the harder for 
him. According to the jury, after 
offering his life for his country, he 
betrayed his country’s trust, 

Judge Praises Jury. 

“This case was heard by the 
most intelligent jury. by far, that 
I have ever seen in 20 years upon 
the bench. 

“The offer of defense counsel to 
have Forbes'and Thompson  ex- 
amined now by the court, to deter. 
mine the degree of thelr culpahil- 
ity, is refused. I may my the 
Court was surprised that these two 
defendants listened to the recita! 
of evidence against them for 44 
days and then did not go to the 
witness stand to refute the charges. 
They may say now, if they desire, 
their opinion of the jury’s verdic: 
or the Court’s fairness, but they 
will have to go to the newspapers 
with their stories if they wish to 
review the evidence fn this case.” 

Neither Forbes nor Thompson 
rose to say anything before sen- 
tence was passed. When the tenor 
of the Judge's replies to defense 
counsel indicated the Court expec:- 
ed to deal severely with the de- 
fendants, Forbes wiped his fare 
with his handkerchief nervously, 
but Thompson's steady gaze at the 
Judge did not waver.

Willie Ritola, who 
lost his two and one-quarter miles 
record to Paavo, proceeded to set 
a new world’s mark in the 5000- 
meter run. 

Joie, Ray ran the greatest race 
of hie indoor career in winning the 
Golden Jubilee mile, running | 
within one-fifth of a second of the | 
world’s record established four 
weeks ago by Paavo Nurmi. 

Lioya Hahn, evidently in a help- | 
ful mood, set the pace, and a fast 
pace it waa, for the first half mile 
and then dropped out as Joie swept 
past him. The Kankakee flyer nev- 
er was headed thereafter, but the 
pattering fect of Willie Goodwin, 
who alsg contributed his first in- 
door performance, was ever at his 
heels and Jole knew he could not 
afford to slacken his stride. 


Plant Again Scores, 

Willie Plant set his fourth suc- 
cessive walking record and scored 
hia third successive victory over 
go Frigerio, Italy’s Olympic 
champion, when he toed his way 
to a one-sided triumph in the epe- 
cial 5000-meter walk in 21 minutes 
69 3-5 seconds. 

That mark supplants his old in- 
foor figures of 22 minutes 6 3-5 
seconds, and is nine and one-fifth 
seconds under the outdoor mark of 
the distance held by J. Rassmussen 
of Sweden. 

Plant’s margin of victory was 
fully 80 yards, and so early did he 
establish a sound lead that the in- 
terest switched from Plant's sen- 
sationa) striding to the duel for 
second place between Frigerio and 
Phillip Granville, the Canadian 
champlon, 

Granville held to Plan’t shoulder | 
‘uring the early portion of the race 
and by doing so he gained half a 
lap lead on the Italian, but the 
Canadian could not continue at 
Plant's clip and Frigerio, seeing his 
opportunity, began coming fast, as 
the race progressed. He caught 
Granville three laps from home, 
but »o.413 for a moment, for the Ca- 
nadian, realizing the Frigerio 
threat, advanced the spark and 
once more was in second place. But 
the Olympic champion was not to 
be denied. He was tremendously 
popular with the crowd and re- 
sponding to its urgings, unloosed in 
brilliant fashion, the next to last 
lap. and had eecond place with 2 
vards to spare when the finish line 
was reached. 

Marchison Twice Victor. 

Loren Murchison, undefeated 
sprinter of the current indoor gsea- 
fon, swooped to victory in the 4f- 
yard and 60-yard invitation sprints, | 
whipping Larry Rawlings and Bob’ 
McAllister handily in the first and | 
Downing Harold Lever and Jack- | 
son Scholz in the second. In both 
events he came within two-fifths 
of a second of the respective 
world’s records.
